BUG OFF! Zika Virus

ika virus is transmitted by Aedes 

mosquitoes and there is no specific 
treatment or vaccine currently available. 
The best way to avoid getting the virus is 
to avoid being bitten by infected mosqui- 
toes. About 20% of people with Zika 
virus actually get ill. Severe disease, 
requiring hospitalization, is uncommon 
and death due to the virus is rare. 

The incubation period of Zika virus is 
thought to be a few days to a week, but is 
still unknown. Symptoms include fever, 
skin rash, conjunctivitis, muscle and joint 
pain, and headache. Symptoms tend to be 
mild and last from 2-7 days. Zika virus 
can be contracted through the bite of an 


infected mosquito, through blood trans- 
fusions, through sexual contact, and from 
mother to child during pregnancy. 

The mosquitoes that are able to trans- 
mit Zika virus are also able to transmit 
dengue and Chikungunya viruses. These 
mosquitoes are daytime biters, but can 
also bite at night. Aedes mosquitoes lay 
their eggs in standing water, buckets, 
tires, tree holes, animal water dishes, etc. 

To protect yourself from mosquito 
bites, wear light-colored clothing that 
covers as much skin as possible, use insect 
repellent (read and follow label instruc- 
tions), use screening on doors and win- 
dows, use mosquito netting (if needed) 
while sleeping, and reduce standing water 
areas.

М eet Donna Dinan. She is one of the first Gullett students 
ever! Donna started at Gullett in second grade, when she 
was seven, and went all the way through sixth grade. She lived 
in Austin from 1956-1961. She went to Highland Park before 
coming to Gullett because it wasn't open yet. 

When the school first opened, the library was a lot smaller 
than it is now. It was where the art room currently is. Also, 
Donna didnt have a gym! She didn’t have any of the swings or 
playground equipment we have now either, except for the small 
metal monkey bars. Instead, she just played kickball and soft- 
ball. 

Everyone has a favorite thing about their Elementary experi- 
ence. Donna’s was going to the library. Her favorite books to 
read were Nancy Drew and the Laura Ingalls Wilder books. Her 
favorite teachers were her third grade teacher, Ms. Estes and her 
sixth grade teacher, Ms. Moses.

In one word: holyHaagenDaaz!!! Bufa- 
lina Due is, hands down, the peak of arti- 
san pizza in Allandale. A recent entry to 
the hood, the Due has already made an 
impact on area eaters. We stood in line 
for the 5 pm opening one Saturday, and 
pie-eaters packed the place by 5:09 (reser- 
vations are only taken for large groups at 
5 pm). Thars impressive. The Due has 
about 50 seats with another dozen or so 
at the bar. The imported Italian Neapoli- 
tan pizza oven is handmade by the pizza- 
world-renowned Stefano Ferrara. This 
simply gorgeous oven is prominently 
iglood in the back of the restaurant. Fired 
with local post oak, the oven achieves 
temperatures of 1,000 degrees, cooking 
thin-crusts in as little as 55 seconds. 

The Due serves up pre-specified artisan 
pies; although you can ask to add or 
remove some toppings, you cant Fran- 
kenstein your own pizza (thus, we 
couldnt order a pepperoni). Similarly, the 
pizzas come in one size, about 12 inches 
in diameter. So we went with the tradi- 
tional Napoletano (tomato, sausage, gar- 
lic, chile, basil, black olive; $14): a thin, 
chewy crust with a medley of vivid fla- 
vors. We ordered a couple sides: faro 
risotto (with crimini and oyster mush-

rooms, parm brodo, fresh herbs; $8) and 
potato and arugula salad (with radish top 
pesto, pecorino; $8). We ended the eve- 
ning with the large (and thus sharable) 
pretzel ice cream (with caramel sauce, 
mustard seed brittle, whipped cream; $7). 
All-in-all, absolutely well made, well plat- 
ed, and delicious. In a clever touch, the 
bill arrives as a bookmark in a pulp novel 
(ours was Make Way for Murder). 

The interior is hip and sparse: the focus 
is on the oven. There are a couple 8-seat 
tables with many two-toppers. While we 
were there, eighties new wave blared per- 
haps a bit too loud (although I appreciat- 
ed the three Blondies in 44 minutes). Ser- 
vice is attentive but not intrusive. They 
serve wine and local microbrews; no 
mixed drinks. Our one “Huh?” moment 
was when staff sat us in the farthest back 
table awkwardly next to the restrooms 
despite being the second couple to get 
through the doors: not a great way to 
reward someone who waited 20 minutes 
for your place to open. Despite that 
glitch, well be back.

Located above Suzi's China Grill and 
the Mattress Firm, the first thing you'll 
notice when you enter is the graffiti. It’s 
everywhere! The walls feature the handi- 
craft of 16 local street artists, appropriate- 
ly setting the rebellious atmosphere of 
Rebel Pizza Bar. The local preference 
doesn’t stop with the art; it’s also featured 
with local ingredients in the food and 
local wares at the full bar. 

You can get what you want at Rebel: 
they have their own boutique pizzas with 
goofy names (such as Fowl Play, Golden- 
pye, Atomic) and an “Own It” section 
where you choose your toppings. Their 
pizzas sport thin crusts that are chewy and 
buttery. Specialty pie-wise, we've tried the 
Fig & Pig (olive oil, fig jam, red onion, 
goat cheese, arugula, prosciutto, lemon- 
parmesan; $13 for 10 inches) and the 
Contender (fresh marinara, spicy sausage, 
pancetta, pepperoni, prosciutto, buffalo 
mozzarella; $15 for 10 inches). The pizzas 
were good, reminiscent of the specialty 
pies at Second Bar and Grill downtown 


(although not quite as tasty). On a differ- 
ent trip, we went for a straight-up pepper- 
oni pizza, which featured a sauce with full 
tomato flavor ($15.5 for 16 inches). 

Rebel also makes delicious salads ($6 to 
$11) with ingredients ranging from 
watermelon radish to pine nuts to chipot- 
le croutons to white anchovy. For Last 
Rites, aka dessert, there’s pumpkin donut 
holes, fudge brownies, Amy’s ice cream, 
and “naturally enhanced” cotton candy. 

The music is on the loud side but 
multi-generational, ranging from Bowie 
to bro-country and Cash to Koma. A 
large rectangular bar holds court in the 
center of the space with ample bar seating 
and table seating all around it. While we 
were there, the bar televisions flickered a 
tense match of curling. Rebel also has a 
nice outdoor patio, part covered, part 
open, with a bocci court (don’t throw 


those balls too high!). 


Little Deli (3.5 stars)

Although not technically in our hood, 
it’s only a moderate appetite-inducing 
three-block stroll from Burnet into Brent- 
wood to taste the wares of a Zagar-rated 
pizza joint that often makes Austin’s top 
ten pizza lists. Little Deli is located in a 
quaint but tired mid-century modern 
shopping center. The “Little” part comes 
from its size: There are 18 seats inside 
including the four in the stockroom. 
However, the Deli also has 15 picnic 
tables outside including many under a 
gorgeous oak tree. The place is lofi and 
divey, service is on paper plates with plas- 
tic forks, and it’s byob, and there’s noth- 
ing wrong with all that (and is part of its 
charm). Servers are friendly, and there’s a 
solid neighborhood following with Bren- 
ties bringing wine, beer, and their sprogs 
to enjoy a lazy Austin evening. 

And the food? The large salad ($7.95) 
was tasty with the house ranch-blue 
cheese-feta dressing. Our large pepperoni 
pizza (18 inches at $22) came out piping 
hot and thoroughly shingled with pepper- 
oni. The crust was puffy and crisp, the 
pizza was cheesy, a bit greasy, but not 
oversalty. I can’t say I was knocked sock- 
less, but my New York friends assure me 
this is the real New Jersey pizza deal. %

Y thought it would never happen, 
and then it did: your beloved feline 
friend has disappeared. What do you do 
next? 

Our neighborhood can be dangerous to 
cats. So while it may be true that if you 
just wait 24 hours, Dumpling will come 
home on his own, he may not be able to. 
We have owls, hawks, foxes, and coyotes. 
We have a litde traffic. Even very nice dogs 
can chase a strange cat. And even if your 
cat escapes these threats, a big dog or loud 
truck can scare a cat out of its own yard 
and into deep hiding. So when Fluffy 
doesn’t come home, it’s time to go search. 

Statistically, most lost cats are within

calling distance of home—but this doesn’t 
mean they will respond to your call! A cat 
outdoors is as much prey as predator. 
When out of her normal territory, she will 
instinctively stay hidden and silent to pro- 
tect herself—even when her beloved owner 
is out there calling. This is even more like- 
ly if the cat is hurt or sick. It's instinct, not 
disaffection. So you must come to her. 


The basic rules: 

1. Start now. Yes, at midnight. The 
longer you wait, the more places 
youll need to search, and the more 
bad things can happen. 

2. You are the one who has to look. 
You have the motivation and the 
knowledge of your cat’s quirks. You 
cant depend on neighbors telling 
you they've seen the cat, because it 
is, most likely, hiding. 

3. Ве thorough—search in back yards 
as well as front, under houses and 
porches, anywhere and everywhere. 
Post everywhere online. 


Start at your house and work outwards, 

focusing on hidden areas: 

m Check under and behind everything— 
anywhere a cat could fit. 

m Think in terms of cat travel, not 


human. The houses behind yours or 
down the drainage ditch are just as 
close as the ones next door. 

= Knock оп all your neighbors’ doors, 
put flyers in their hands— not just in 
mailboxes where they may be over- 
looked or tossed. If you're shy, ask a 
friend to come. 

ш Talk personally to neighbors, and carry 
pictures. If they look in your face and 
see your concern, hear your cat's story, 
they will be more invested and more 
likely to actively search. At houses 
where you are unknown, holding up a 
flyer shows the resident why you're 
there so they will open the door to you. 

m Ask permission to search outbuildings, 
garages, yards, under decks and houses, 
under cars and in trailers. No one is 
going to search like you will; many 
wont search at all, because they are 
sure they haven't seen the cat, and may 
not understand that a cat can slip into 
a shed or garage without being seen, 
and get shut in. 

m Take а long stick and beat (ok, ruffle) 
the bushes to flush hiding cats. 

ш Check storm drains, and follow them 
to drainage ditches and creeks. Cats 
can cross under 2222 and Burnet using 
the storm drains.

m Search late at night using a strong flashlight to reflect in eyes. 
You'll be able to easily see cats hidden under bushes апа vehi- 
cles. There are less cars, dogs, and strangers out late, so Pre- 
cious is more likely to show himself then. Carry some smelly 
canned fish open with you (and meet some new feline 
friends!). 

Look in non-residential hiding spots such as in culverts, 
under bridges, behind businesses, near dumpsters, etc. Exam- 
ine all properties near you. 


Call quietly. Loud calling can just alarm the cat more. 
Do not ignore houses under construction, up for sale, or 


Finally, you can consider humane trapping, and pet detec- 
tives. А scared cat may come for food that is in a humane trap 
when humans are not around—this is especially useful for natu- 
rally shy cats or if he got loose somewhere other than at home. 
Tips for humane trapping can be found at http://www.catsinthe- 
bag.org/ in the left menu “Тһе Humane Trap." 

There are tips for finding a pet detective on http://www.miss- 
ingpetpartnership.org/. Listings on craigslist and other venues 
may not be reliable. You can also check with local shelters and

where neighbors are on vacation. Your cat may 
be trapped there. 


If Darling isnt just hiding nearby, remember that 
cats and dogs can travel quite far, and wacky things 
can happen. А pet сап hitch a ride on a trailer or 
truck bed as a stowaway. She may be picked up by a 
black-hearted thief, or by a kind-hearted stranger, 
and then escape. So after you've exhausted the local 
options, expand your search. 

For electronic communication, you are going to 
need good pictures loaded on the computer. Make 
sure you say where and when the cat was last seen. 
List normal behaviors: outdoor or indoor? shy or 
friendly? Give a detailed description: eye color? face 
shape? ears small or big? tail skinny or fat? how 
many white paws? just white toes or socks? short or 
long legs? Neighbors may only get a glimpse of your 
cat, or they may be feeding her on their porch. A 
picture is not enough of a description. 


Now you're ready to: 

m Post flyers. You can find tips for making a great 
poster at http://www.missingpetpartnership. 
org/recovery-tips/posters-5555/ 

Post on the neighborhood listserv, NextDoor, 
social media, craigslist, and area lost-pet sites 
(see sidebar). Ask everyone to cross-post and 
forward. 


m If you've moved semi-recently, contact for- 
mer neighbors. Get emails and send photos. 
Your pet may be going back to his old home. 

m Call and drop flyers at local vets and groom- 

ers (see sidebar). 

Register with http://www.lostmykitty.com/ to 

have flyers faxed to all area vets. 

Search Facebook for “[name of town] Lost 

and Found Pets” for postings for most area 

towns. Post on the Austin page. 

m Check all area shelters regularly (see sidebar). 

= Contact local rescue/adoption groups. Shel- 
ters are crowded and animals are taken out 
by rescue groups quickly. If you've lost a spe- 
cific breed, you should also search state 
groups on the web. 

ш Ask the Humane Society to put you in touch 
with area feral cat feeders.

Tips for the Dog Park

lizabeth Pitzer walks her beat with a 

calm, confident demeanor, hands 
held loose at her side. All around her my 
fellow doggie brethren scramble and play 
within the confines of the dog park, tails 
wagging and noses sniffing. A deadly 
accurate squirt gun, a soda can filled with 
rocks, and an endless roll of plastic bag- 
gies hang from a belt tucked smartly 
about her waist. These are the tools of 
Elizabeth's trade. She's a Bark Ranger, one 
of the elite crew of professionals bringing 
order to the chaos of the dog park. I 
asked Elizabeth to sit (and stay) with me 
for an interview hoping to get some good 
tips about going to the dog park for all 
you responsible dog parents. 

Tip £1: Pay attention to your dog and 
understand his or her normal behavior. 
It’s perhaps the most important thing you 
can do. In a setting like the dog park it is 
easy to get distracted talking with friends 
(especially after a few of your delicious 
human adult beverages!), or absorbed into 
a phone or laptop. You should keep tabs 
on your furry buddy at all times. 

Tip #2: Watch the dog body language. 
If a dog has their tail straight out, their 
chest puffed, the ridge of fur along their 
spine sticking up, or their lips curled up 
in a growl, these are immediate signs that 
the dog is under stress. Elizabeth said, 
"Dogs will go to fight or flight behavior 
when they re stressed, usually flight. But if 
they feel trapped they can resort to fight 
quickly." 


Tip #3: Stop a dog before they get into 
a bad situation. With all the excitement 
and strange dogs at the park, it is easy for 
your four-legged friend to get over- 
wrought and worked up. If your dog is 
getting too crazy or exhibiting any of the 
body language mentioned above, pull 
your dog out of the mix and away from 
the main area. А litde time out sitting by 
your side focusing on you can help calm 
your dog down. If they are still too 
worked up, consider taking them outside 
of the fenced area for a short walk around 
the buildings or in the neighborhood. Just 


removing them from the situation can 
allow your dog the time he needs to cool 
off and calm down. 

Tip #4: Don't reward bad behavior! 
This is a huge no-no and is bad! Bad 
human, bad! Do not encourage your dog 
to go chase or play rough with other 
dogs. If your dog is nipping or being 
overly aggressive physically, stop the 
behavior and correct your dog. Elizabeth 
commented, "Always talk in a firm, 
strong voice to your dog. Never use the

baby talk voice. Don’t pick up your dog 
and start petting it after bad behavior. 
This just teaches the dog that what they 
did was ok." 

Tip £5: Breaking up a dog fight. 
Thankfully the Bark Rangers are on the 
front lines of any doggie scuflle, diving 
into the fray with quickness and courage! 
But in the event that they are not around 
or you need to act quickly, always avoid 
reaching for a dog's head, collar, or neck 
scruff when they are in a fight. Grab a 
dog by its hind quarters or tail and pull 
the dog out. Usually this is enough to 
break up the fur ball. I have witness Bark 
Rangers physically lift aggressive mutts up 
off the ground too, pulling them wholly 
out of the fight. 

Tip £6: If your dog is nervous or anx- 
ious, introduce them to the dog park 
slowly. “First try walking by the dog park 
outside of the fence so your dog can get 
exposed to the sights, sounds, and 
smells," Elizabeth told me. Going during 


off peak times such as mid-day during the 
week will also allow your dog to experi- 
ence the park with fewer other dogs. Tak- 
ing your dog for a walk before going to 
the park allows them to burn off some 
pent up energy, and will also help to keep 
them calm. If your dog is a rescue recent- 
ly sprung from the pound, good on you! I 
thank you on behalf of my fellow canines. 
But Elizabeth recommends giving it a few 
weeks before you try the dog park. "The 
enclosed fence and other dogs barking 
might remind your dog too much of the 
pound. Let them adjust a bit before you 
bring them." 

Tip £7: If your dog is sick or injured, 
keep them at home until they are healthy. 
I certainly dont want to catch the dog flu 
when I'm making the rounds! Also, an 
injured dog is likely to be nervous and 
aggressive in a packed dog park situation. 
Let your friend heal before dealing with 
the local pack! 

Tip £8: Big, small, old, young, know 


what your dog can handle. Some dog 
parks have a side area specifically for small 
breed dogs, but there are no limitations on 
the little guys being in the general mix. 
Small dogs are at a greater risk of getting 
run over by bigger dogs moving at high 
speed. Elizabeth told me that pit bulls and 
herding dogs also tend to zero in on the 
little guys, so keep a close eye оп them. 
Make sure your pup is at least 4 months 
old and is spayed or neutered before 
attempting the park. If your dog is suffer- 
ing age related issues such as trouble walk- 
ing or poor eyesight, consider keeping 
them very close to you or avoiding the 
park. Dogs with cataracts will have prob- 
lems avoiding other dogs running at max 
blast and may get injured in a collision. 
Tip #9: If your dog gets in a fight, 
inspect them for injuries and remain 
calm. “Cuts on the ear, face, tongue, and 
nails look worse than they are because 
they bleed so much,” said Elizabeth. 
Minor injuries can be washed off with 
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peroxide applied to the wound. If there is 
no swelling involved within an hour your 
pal is likely fine and has a new tough-guy 
scar to boot. But as always if you are con- 
cerned take your dog to the vet for a 
medical review. 

Tip £10: Bring some tools to help 
break up dog behavior. Even though Eliz- 
abeth is like Annie Oakley with her squirt 
bottle, feel free to bring your own. A 
quick shot of cold water on the face does 
not hurt a dog and will get their atten- 
tion. А metal can filled with rocks or 
pennies when shaken also provides a loud 


warning that can break up a tussle. Eliza- 
beth also totes a can of compressed air 
like you might use to clean the dust off 
your computer (well, maybe you 
shouldnt let the cat sleep on your key- 
board then!). A quick zip of compressed 
air usually is more than enough to dis- 
courage a dog. 

I hope you enjoyed these tips. The dog 
park can be a fun time for both you and 
your fur friend. But always remember 
that even though we live with you and 
love you, dogs are still animals with ani- 
mal instincts and behavior. As Elizabeth 
put it, “Just one dog can totally change 
the dynamic of the park." Always keep an 
eye on your dog and be ready to cut off 
any unwanted behavior before it can esca- 
late. Ok, enough typing. There is a collie 
that has been bothering me for a game of 
chase all afternoon. See you at the dog 
park!

2. 


True. Once a female becomes preg- 
nant, she will deliver in about 2 
months. An adult female can get 
pregnant within 10 days of giving 
birth—even if she is actively nursing. 
False. Momma cats, be they feral 
or tame, are amazingly devoted 
parents. Unless momma is very 
sick or injured, she is likely giving 
her kittens everything she’s got. 
But it takes a lot of calories to sup- 
port a growing litter of kittens, so 
if she is relying solely on her own 
resources she will periodically leave 
the "nest" for short periods in 
order to find food. 

You guessed it—False. Almost 
everyone wants to help when they 
find a little bundle of kittens ош- 
side but the truth is momma is 
probably close by and nervously 
watching you. She will almost cer- 
tainly be back soon to resume her 
motherly duties. During kitten sea- 


son area shelters are overrun with 
kittens and don't usually have the 
staff and other resources necessary 
to adequately care for unweaned 
kittens so very young kittens have 
the best chance of survival if they 
can stay with their mothers until 
they are fully able to eat solid food 
(around 5-6 weeks). 


So what should you do if you find 
kittens? Here's what rescue organiza- 
tions suggest you do: 


1. 


Wait and observe from a distance 
for an hour or two to see if mom 
comes back. If she comes back, 
you can entice her to move her 
family to a safe and sheltered place 
by providing food on a regular 
schedule. Leave only enough for 
her to eat at one go so there arent 
leftovers to attract predators. 

If Momma doesn't come back: 

m Estimate the age of the kittens 
(see box below). If under 3-4 
weeks, they need to be fed 
immediately. Google *how to 


italian kitchen + wine bar 
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Bring this ad in for a complimentary item 
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feed bottle baby kittens” for 
loads of resources. You will 
need kitten formula, most pet 
stores carry it—NEVER give 
cows milk. 

m They need to be kept very warm 
(80 degrees). You will also need 
to stimulate them to eliminate 
multiple times a day until they 
can go on their own at around 
4-5 weeks. A vigorous rub with 
a cotton ball after eating is all 
that it takes. 

m Keep the kittens separate from 
your animals until evaluated by 
a veterinarian. They will likely 
have worms and fleas but do 
not bathe or use over-the-coun- 
ter treatments. 

m Keep them with their litter 
mates until at least 8 weeks of 
age and have humans pet, cud- 
dle and gently play with them. 
Kittens become socialized to 
humans best if exposed to gen- 
tle handling through the first 6 


weeks of life.

3. Helping the mother: If the mom is feral, the best thing 
you can do for her is to have her spayed so that she can 
live her life out without the constant burden of pregnan- 
cy. Feral adult cats can rarely become house pets and 
actually prefer life outside. Mom should be trapped, neu- 
tered and returned to her home territory. The Austin 
Humane Society has free spay/neuter clinics for feral cats 
every Wednesday and Thursday. Go to Austinhumaneso- 
ciety.org and click on the "Animal Services" tab for more 
information. 


How old is this kitten? 


Under one week: Eyes shut, ears flat to head, umbilical cord 

may still be attached. 

1 week-10 days: Eyes beginning to open, ears still flat. A kit- 

ten this age is smaller than your hand. 

2 weeks: Eyes open and bright blue color, ears 

curve or fold forward, can crawl on their tum- 

mies, no teeth.
